decide this great issue as your judgment 
and heart dictate. 

“Right and justice, the twin golden 
virtues, are universal. They are not con- 
fined or jimited to any country or to any 
section. They have been implanted in the 
breast of every human being, and upon 
their enlargement and enactment depend 
the happiness of any organized body of 
people. I shall appeal, not to your preju- 
@ce nor to your sentiment, but to these 
great principles of right and justice in- 
herent and innate in every man. 

“Tt is a conspicuous fact that upon the 
shrine of this great cause homage has 
been paid without regard to sect, creed, 
nationality or partisan politics. 

“It is a significant fact that for over 
one hundred years this question has 
been before the public, and its result for 
weal or woe has been so unreservedly 
determined. 

‘“Wrom England, the great industrial 
power of the world, down to tottering 
Russia, there have been laws enacted by 
nation after nation that Nave protected 
the little children from the setfdom of 
factory life. 

“From Massachugetts, the star center 
of America’s great manufacturing indus- 
trieg to Loulsiana, the feeblest of all of 
our manufacturing states, there hav? 
been laws enacted in state after state 
that protected the little child from the 
serfdom of factory life. 

“Since this measure was discussed two 
years ago, the remaining leading south- 
ern states have put themselves on the 
side of *,umanity by the enactment of 
laws that protect the little child from the 
serfdom of factory life. 

“If the state has the right to prevent 
the parent from destroying or injuring 
his child by a blow does not the state 
also have the right to prevent the parent 
from destroying or injuring the child by 
enforced and unnetura] labor? 

“If the state has the right to protect 


the birds in the air, the dumb beast tn / 


the street, and the fishes in the streams, 
why, in the name of justice, has not the 
state the right to protect Its weak and 
helpless children imprisoned behind fac- 
tory walls? ; 

“The only opposition to this measure. 
which is known, comes from the factories 
and cotton mills that are affected. What 
is the opinion of the opposition? Do they 
believe it wrong to employ little chil- 
dren? Do they consider it an evil? 

“In 1901 the Georgia Industria} Asso- 
ciation, which is made up of the majority 
of the cotton mill presidents of Georgia, 
Put itself on record in black and white 
that they were against the employment 
Of little children in the mills, or in the 
factories, under |0 years of age under 
any circumstances, and that they would 
not employ children under 12 years of 
age unless the parents of such a child 
were physically disableq and were de- 
pendent upon their labor for a support. 

“This was made into an agreement 
which the Georgia Industrial Association 
intended should take the place of a law 
upon the statute books. Why pasg a 
law, they said, when we have gone into 
an agreement on this subject? This was 
a moral law, however, but it should have 
been binding. But have they kept the 
faith? Have they lived up to this prom- 
ise? Many of the best. mflls have freely 
observed the agreement; just as many of 
the worst mills have freely broken it. 
The voluntary promise has proved inop- 
erative. 

“But, suppose they have an agireemeinil, 
Dray, what effect would that have upon 
a mill] that was not a member of their 
organization? No, my friends, that 
agreement is but a subterfuge. It is 
held up ‘as a protecting shield, but to 
those who have studied the conditions, it 
gives no defense. These voluntary agree- 
ments were entered into by the mill men 
of North and South Caroijina, but they 
proved inoperative in those states and 
laws were put upon the statute books,

“Now, with the patience of this house, 
I will throw the lime light of publicity 
upon the real. undeniable, the indisput- | 
able source from whence comes the oOppo- 
sition to this measure. Believe me, the 
mills in Georgta that are owned and con- 
trolled by Georgians have been the ones 
who have extended the greatest sympa- 
thy and the broadest protection to the 
little Georgia children. If the cotton 
mills of this state were all owned and’ 
controlled by the loyal and patriotic cit- 
izens of this state, I do not believe that 
& law upon our statute books would be 
necessary for the protection of the in- 
fant toilers. 

“But facts that cannot be denied, fig- 
ures that cannot be challenged, prove 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that the 
majority of cotton mills in this state are 
absolutely owned and controlled by north- 
ern cupitalists. Their states are go civ- 
ilized what they cannot work their little 
children in the mills of the north, so 
they have come to Georgia and have 
built factory after factory, 1nd are grind- 
ing out the lives of the little children 
here to reap prosperity from enormous 
dividends that naturally issue from such 
cheap labor. The only New England in- 
fluence that I have ever heard of that 
is used in this question is the influencé 
of these men of the north that will lose 
money by. losimtg the employment of this 
cheap labor of children. They have en- 
deavored to prejudice the minds of the 
members of this legislature by having it 
told to you that New England factories 
are back of this bill. I challenge them 
to show one single instance where such 
is the case.. They say that the milis 
of New England are jealous of the mills, 
of Georgia, for the Georgia mills make 
tremendous profits Db) employing young 
toilers, which means ‘cheap labor and 
larger dividends.’ Now, every manufac- 
turing-state in the south has passed jaws 
on this subject. so why would not South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Texas, and al] these 
states which are 80 near Georgia, and 
who cannot employ children—why, oh, 
why would not they be just as jealous of 
Georgia factories aS Massachusetts and 
the other northern state The condi- 
tion is the same—none have .this cheap 
labor in'their factories. Statistics from 
the Georgia industrial book show that in 
1900 there was invested in Georgia cot- 
ton mills the sum of $23,852,607; out of 
this amount that there was owned and 
controlled by Georgians -but $672,000. 
Now, we can easily see who gets the 
profits from the investment. There were 
11! mills in 1900, out of this number 
owned by Georgians alone, were not 
even one-half, the number being 54. There 
has been a great influx of northern capi- 
tal in our states. Which has erected 
mili after mill since that time, but in- 
adequate statistical knowledge precludes 
the possibility of giving any accurate 
proportion up to-this date. They tell us 
that the presidente of these mills are 
Georgians; yes® that is true, but investi- 
gate and thé result will show that they 
are but figure-heads compared to the 
rich stockholders who live in the north. 
These native Georgians are the ones be- 
hind whom the rich stockholders hit in 
fighting this cause. ete 

“There is another phase of this great 
question which I appeal to you from out 
of the depths-of my heart to consider be- 
fore you vote against this bill. With one 
exception, there are More ignorant whiie 
children between the ages of 10 and 14 
years of age in the state of Georgia than 
in any other state in America. And why 
is this? Here is the momentous question 
of importance that confronts us: While 
the little white children of Georgia are 
geing to the cotton factories six days out 


of the seven in the week, from 6 o'clock 


The people of 
the south are stil] largely engaged in 
agricultural pursuits, yet from 1900 and 
onward the @alue of her manufactured 
products has been greater than the valu?

The Georgia industrial 
book, gotten out by the state’s commis- 
sioners of agriculture of 1900 and i901, 
says that of the 105 new cotton mills 
erected in the states of the south in 
1900, that Georgia is credited with 28. 
That of the 34 additional mills that 
companies have actually organized and 
are making preparations to build, that 
Georgia is credited with 13, more than 
double ‘the number in any other state. 
We welcome to Georgia the inspiration 
and creative power of these industries, 
but in what way do they affect the farm- 
ers, when they employ little children in 
these mills?’ 

In conclusion Mr. Bell said: 

i’'The battle we fight today is under 
the banner of as righteous a cause as 
ever inspired the tocsin sound or rallie1 
a people to arms. For it is in the name 
of innocent. helpless and wronged child- 
hood. It is’ in the name: of right, it 
fs on the side of humanity. Such.a 
cause cannot and should not fail. 
“Our sense of justice, our sense of 
pride, our love for the weal of our grea* 
state commands us at this hour to do 
our duty, bravely and fearlessly, with- 
out fear or favor of any man or body 
of men. Let. us all tell the states of the 
south; let us tell the states of the north, 
tet us tel] the civilized countries of all 
Europe that Georgia has joined hands 
with them in resisting encroachments 
upon the rights of childhood. Let us teil 
the world that the prosperity of Geor-

Of Fulton, Author of the Child 
Labor Bill, Who Made an Elo- 
quent Appeal for Its Passage. 


HON. 
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Bell, of Fulton, author of the measure, 
took the floor. and made the first speech 
in behalf of the bill. Mr. Bell made a 
forceful and eloquent speech in favor of 
the bill ,on humanitarian grounds, It 
was due to the chiidren of the stete that 
this bilt should be. passed. The working 


of children in the mills was responsible 


for much ignorance among them, Mr. 
Bell presented many statistical facts 
showing the conditions which needed a 
prompt remedy. 

At the conclusion of Mr Bell's ad4- 
dress a handsome bouquet of roses was 
sent to his desk. The applause from the 
gallery was prolonged and loud and 
Speaker Slaton again had to threaten to 
enforce the rule about clearing the gal- 
lery unless order was preserved, 

Mr. Weigh, of Coweta, followed Mr, 
Bell and spake against the bill, He de- 
clared he was as much interested in the 
welfare of the children as any friend of 
the measure. But he declared there was 
nothing in factory life to necessitate the 
a law, The children 
at the mills were given better attention 
and better opportunities for education 
than they could ever have under any 
other circum@anees, He stated the con- 
ditions a; the Newnan ‘cotton . mili in 
support of this contention. 

Duty of the State, 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, made’ a 
strong and foreefiui epeech in behalf of 
the bili.

LAWS PASSED 


Senate Fully Discussed the 
Measure Before Taking 
Vote. 


After thoroughly considering every 
phase of the law governing the common 
school of Georgia the senate yesterday 
passed the bill offered by Senators Steed, 
Bennett and Hogan, amending and codi- 
fying the school laws of the state. 

This measure is the result of careful 
work on the part of a joint committee 
of the houge and senate appointed in 
1903, and was drawn under the supervi- 
sion and with the advice of State School | 
Commissioner Merritt. 

The bill occupied practically the entire 
time of the senate yesterday. Some sec- 
tions of the measure prec:pitated lively 
debate, but the measure as adopted is 
practically as submitted by the authors. 
Senator Steed had charge of the direc- 
tion of the bill in the senate. 

Among the important changes from the 
old law as acted upon favorably by 
the senate yesterday are the following: 

The salaries of teachers need not be 
itemized on monthly statements, as at) 
present, but shall be itemized on the | 
final statement. Whenever the reports 
required by the state school cOmmis- 
sioner or any county commissioner or 
superintendent of local school system are 
not forwarded within a reasonable 


ing to the school from which reports 
are wanted shall not be sent out until 
such reports are properly filed. 

Disbursements shall be made by the 
county school commissioner within ten 
days after the receipt of the funds. 

After 1906 the school year shall begin 
September ! instead of January |. The 
estimate of the school fund shall be 
made August | of each year, instead of 
in December, as at 
present.
